• At 9 o'clock this morning the Racine 
county board of supervisors met in spec- 
ial session at the office of County Clerk 
Bell, in the court house, for the purpose 
01 taking action on approving of plans 
nnd spot-mentions for rebuilding the Ra- 
cine county insane asylum, destroyed by 
fire last winter, also for making neces- 
sary appropriations 
for payment: for 


cleaning of brick of the ruins, and' fur- 
ther to provide ways and means for mak- 
ing repairs to the county jail roof and 
court house root, 
. - ' . 


After the meeting was called to order, 


l>v Chairman Shcnkenberg, of Waterford, 
the roll was called, all members being 
present. 


MR. SHENKENBERG, CHAIRMAN. 
The board proceeded to elect a chair- 


man and William Shcnkenberg on the 
first ballot received 15 votes; Mr. Zim- 
merman 6; blank 1. Mr. Shenkenbcrg 
was declared elected and in. a neat little 
address thanked the board for the honor. 


Peter Kelson was elected vice chair- 


man, receiving 12 out of the total -num- 
ber of votes. 


Two reports were read from the build- 


ing committee, the -first on .their visit 
to'the Eau Claire, Cliippewa Falls, Rock 
County nnd Wankosha insane asylums, 
what they Raw, the capacity of the build- 
Ing* and cost 
of construction. They 


recommended the plans and 
specifica- 


tions of Chandler & Park for the new 


"SThTsocond report informed the board 
that they had awarded the contract for"] Oueiflo 
cleaning' brick at the old asylum ruins 
to R. Ti- Birrlsnll, at $2 per thousand. . 


Brick ami stone suggested for use in 


the new building was submitted and ex- 
amined. 


J. G. Chandler appeared before the 


board, presented and explained his plans 
and estimate of cost. 


PROPOSED STRUCTURE. 


The- estimate co*t»is about $80,000. The 


Ftyle of the proposed building is gothic. 
It will be of brick, stone, steel and tile, 
two stories high and basement, with 11 


' foot walls, while the other two stories 


will ha\o 10 foot falls. The structure 
will be 330 feet long, north and south 
and 132 feet, east and west. There will 
be 80 rooms for patient* and eight dor- 
mitories, with room for 200 patients nil 
told. The roof will be of slntc, all of the 
principal airrlovs and beams of steel; all 
casing* of doors and windows will be of 
cement; there will be bath rooms, toilet 
rooms, operating room and kitchen, all 
of these to have tile floors. The whole 
building will bo heated by steam, the 
heating system to be in a separate 
room; there will be an electric light

During the year 1839 Mr. and Mrs. 


Benjamin Pratt came to Mt. Pleasant, 
Racine county and settled on farm lands. 
By hard and careful work Mr. Pratt 
cultivated ft fine farm and raised a large 
family. Some years ago Mr. Pratt died, 
after having seen his laud develop from 
a wilderness to a magnificent farm. 


Yesterday there was a family reunion 


of the wife and her children, the first in 
•thirty years: It was on Saturday when 
the children commenced gathering tit the 
home of Willis S. Pratt, south of the 
city and it was a happy gathering. Those 


having reached 85 years of age. . He.was 
tnkcn with sinking or;fainting spells and' 
when working about .a stove last win- 
ter, suddenly fell, striking hard against 
the stove." His ribs were fractured'and 
he never rallied from the injuries, - al-. 
though he made a gallant struggle 'for 
life. 


CAME HERE .63'YEARS AGO. _; 


Dclos S.'Mills was born in LeKoy,- 


Xew York, October in, 1819, and is be- 
lieved to have been the oldest traveling 
man in the United States, if not iu the 
world. Iu the year 1840 he came to 
Wisconsin, locating in Walworth coun- 
ty. • In the year 1643 lie commenced 
traveling as salesman for, R. E. Ela, of 
the Rochester-Racine company. At that 
time he traveled through the country on 
horseback, there "being no railroads, and 
selling and delivering goods was .accom- 
plished with the -utmost-difficulty. 


A little later he went into partnership 


with Mr. Ela, under the name of R. E. 
Ela & Co1., manufacturing plows and fan- 
ning mills, and they added wagons and 
carriages. He told- many interesting 
stories of the difficulties of travel on 
horseback and afoot. 


In the year 1S50 he opened a boot and 


shoe store at Ripon, Wis., and in the 
year 1SC3 he went into the dry goods 
and commission business at Chicago, un- 
der the name of Mills, Pickney, Rollins 
i, Co.

It was in the year 1S7C that he com- 


menced traveling for the J. I. Case Plow 
company and remained with that con- 
cern until 189G and after that represent- 
ed other companies, but the past'few 
years of his life he took things easy. " 


A TRAVELER SIXTY YEARS., 


Mr. Mills was a member- of Post A, I- 


P. A., and he was honored as the oldest 
living' traveling man. For over sixty 
years he traveled and his soles were al- 
ways large. 
. ' 


He was for over half a century one of 


the most familiar figures in the agricul- 
tural -world. His record was that of a 
kind hearted, honest and upright nmn; 
his word was as good as gold, and he 
had no enemies. No one was more suc- 
cessful as a salesman and it was simply 
bccauae>tlic largest manufacturers of the 
world had every confidence in him. 


Ilcre'iu Racine no man was more be- 


lovod and respected, never was an un- 
kind word heard of this benevolent man. 
He was a member of the St. Luke's Epis- 
copal church and an old member of Ra- 
cine Commandery No. 7, K. T. One of 
the important events of his liic was tak- 
ing part in the famous Glover negro 
kidnaping case in Racine county fifty

After making some of these payments

fire last winter, also for making neces- 
sary appropriations for payment! for 
cleaning of brick of the ruins, and fur- 
ther to provide ways nnd means for mak- 
ing repairs to the county jail roof and 
court house roof. 
_ ! ' 


After the meeting was called to order 


by Chairman Shenkenberg, of Waterford, 
the roll was called, all members 'being 
present. 


MR. SHENKENBERG, 
The board proceeded to elect a chair- 


man and William Shenkenberg on the 
first ballot received 15 votes; Mr. Zim- 
merman 6; blank 1. Mr. Shenkenberg 
was declared elected and in a neat little 
address thanked the board for the honor. 


Peter "Kelson was elected vice chair- 


man, receiving 12 out of the total num- 
ber of votes. 


Two reports were rend from the build- 


ing committee, the -first on .their visit 
to the Eau Clnirc, Chippoiva Falls, Rock 
County nnd Wankcsha insane asylums, 
what they saw, the capacity of the -traild- 
ings and cost 
of construction. They 


recommended the plans nnd 
specifica- 


tions of Chandler & Park for the new 
nsylu»i. 


The second report informed the board 


that they had awarded the contract for* 
cleaning brick at the old asylum ruins 
to R. R. Birds?!!, at $2 per thousand. 


Brick nnil stone suggested for use in 


the new building was submitted and ex- 
amined. 


3. G. Chandler appeared before the 


board, presented and explained his plans 
nnd estimate of cost. 


PROPOSED STRUCTURE. ' 


The estimate coafis about $80,000. The 


style of the proposed Building is gothic. 
It will be of brick, stone, steel and tile, 
two stories high and basement, with 11 
foot walls, while the other two stories 
will have 10 foot falls. The structure 
will be 330 feet long, north and south 
and 1.32 feet, east and west. There will 
be 80 rooms for patients and eight dor- 
mitories, with room for 200 patients all 
told. The roof will be of slate, all of the 
principal girders and beams of steel; all 
casings of doors nnd windows will be of 
cement; there will be bath rooms, toilet 
rooms, operating room and kitchen, nil 
of these to have tile floors. The whole 
building will be Seated by steam, the 
heating system to be in a separate 
room; there will be nn electric light 
plant with power for 400 lights. There 
will be very little wood in the 
entire 


building ar.d be as near, fire proof as it 
is possible to get n building.

Veteran Traveling Man, Oldest 


in the World, Expires in 
, 
Eighty-Fifth Year. 


BESIDENT OP STATE

PAST SIXTY YEARS 


Went on the Road for the Rochester 


Baeine Co. in 1843, Traveling: 


Through the Country on 


Horseback. 


Sunday morning, shortly before 6 


•o'clock, Delos S. Mills died at'his home, 
No. 70 Seventh- street. Although the 
death of Mr. Mills was expected for sev- 
eral weeks past, the announcement \vas 
sorrowfully received by the entire com" 
munity and only expressions oi regret 
were heard from all sides, for lie was a 
good, honest and upright man. 


Until about three months ago > Mr. 


Mills retained good health, although 
having reached 85 years of age. He was 
taken -wi'th sinking or fainting spells and 
when working about a stove last win- 
ter, suddenly fell, striking hard against 
the stove. ' Hia ribs were ,fraetured*and 
lie never rallied from 'the injuries,'al- 
though he made a gallant struggle for 
life. 


CAME HERE 63'YEARS AGO. 


Delos S.'Mills was born in Lefeoy? 


New York, October 10,. 1810, and is be- 
lieved to hare been the oldest traveling 
man in the United States, if not in the 
world. In the year 1840 he came to 
Wisconsin, locating in Wolworth coun- 
ty.- In the year 1843 lie commenced 
traveling as salesman fox R. E. Ela, of 
the Rochester-Racine company. At that 
time he traveled through the country on 
horseback, there being no railroads, and 
selling and delivering goods was accom- 
plished with the utmost" difficulty.' 


A little later he went into partnership 


with Mr. Ela, under the name of E. E. 
Ela & Co1., manufacturing plows and fan- 
ning mills, and they added wagons and 
carriages. He told 
many interesting 


stories of the difficulties of travel on 
horseback and afoot. 


In the year 1859 he opened a boot and 


shoe store at Ripon, Wis., and in the

mencpd traveling for the J. I. Case Plow 
company and remained with that con- 
cern until 1806 and after that represent- 
ed other companies, but tlie pa^stTfew

A TRAVELER SIXTY YEAR&, 


Mr. Mills was a member of Post A, 33 


P. A., arid he was Tionored as the oldest 
living traveling man. For over sixty 
years he traveled and his sales were* al- 
ways large.

He was for over half a century one of 


the most familiar figures in th« agricul- 
tural world. His record was that of a 
kind hearted, honest and upright man; 
his word was as good as gold, and he 
had no enemies. No one-was more suc- 
cessful as a salesman and it was simply 
because*he largest manufacturers of the 
world had every confidence in him. 


Here'in Racine no man was more be- 


loved and respected, never was an un- 
kind word heard of this benevolent man. 
He was a member of the St. Luke'a Epis- 
copal church and an old member of Ra- 
cine Commandery No, 7, K. T. One of 
the important events of his life was tak- 
ing part in the famous 
Glover negro 


kidnaping "case in Racine county fifty 
odd years ago, and he assisted the slave 
to escape into Canada. 


Mr. Mills was married at LeRoy, New 


York; February 2, 1&43, and on the ^sec- 
ond of last February he and Mrs. Mills

The suit instituted by the Prudential 


Insurance Co., of America against State

instituted nn examination of its affairs.

After making some of these payments 


it is claimed the company discovered 
that the Wisconsin statutes relating to 
the power of the commissioner'to ex- 
amine into the affairs of insurance com- 
panies, provides that the expense for the 
examination shall not be more than $5 
per day, with mileage not to exceed 
;ents a mile each, way It is alleged that

isiana Purchase exposition at St. Louis, 
putting in motion r.he forty thousand 
horse power machinery and the fairy- 
like cascades on the exposition grounds. 
The ceremony occurred in the east room 
of the

o'clock, eastern standard time. As tho 
president pressed the key the third bat- 
tery of United States artillery, station- 
ed on the grounds of Washington monu- 
ment, south of the White house fired,ia, 
national salute of 21 guns.

WEATHER AUSPICIOUS. 


ST. LOUIS, April 30.—At 1:04 this af- 


ternoon to the tolling of bells, amid the 
crash of bands the sweeping chorus of 
the "Star Spangled Banner" sung by a 
thousand voices, and the cheers of the 
greatest throng ever assembled in the 
city of St. Louis, the Louisiana Purchase 
exposition was formally declared open. 


Notwithstanding the ominous predic- 


tion of the government forecaster who 
prophesied rain for the latter 'part of 
the day and lowering skies for the morn- 
ing, St. Louis put forth her best and' 
bravest effort today in honor of the 
opening of her great exposition. ,The 
morning at least was bright and the 
most was made of it. 


The official hour for the commence- 


ment of the exercises was 9 o'clock at 
which time the officials of the exposi- j 
tion, members of the riational commis- 
sion and of the board of lady mana- 
gers were scheduled to meet at the Ad- 
ministration building. Long before this 
time, the grounds were filled with near- 
ly half the population of the city of St. 
Louis and the remainder apparently yrns 
thronging to the exposition grounds. To 
the many thousands of the local popu- 
lation were added many more who came 
in on excursion trains last night and 
this morning. Although no special ef- 
fort was made by the management of 
the exposition to secure a large attend- 
ance for the opening day, the crowd was 
fully as large as that which - filled the 
grounds a year ago when the exposi- 
tion buildings were dedicated with so 
much pomp and ceremony. 


. MAECH TO THE PLAZA. 


Promptly at the hour set the officers 


and directors of the 
; exposition, the 


members of the national commission and 
of:the board, of lady, managers were 
gathered at the Administration building 
where, a specially formed propession was 
made,and marched to the Plaza of St. 
Louis in the center of the 
grounds, 


where the formal,exercises of the open- 
ing .were conducted. At the head, of the 
column was a detachment of the Jeffer- 
son guards who are to do police duty 
within the exposition while it contin- 
ues.

"The foreign pre«s has .recently been 
persistently circulating rumors concern- 
ing intentions on the part of some of the 
European governments to undertake a 
friendly intervention with a >i«* to * 
speedy, termination of the conflict be- 
tween, Ru««ia • and Japan. Telegrams 
have been received announcing that'pro- 
posals of such a nature-have already 
been made to the imperial. government. 
You are empowered to deny thU state- 
ment m»st categorically.

This 
is notably true of cities compared with 
the country, because in cities the fog is 
so largely composed of carbon from the 
combustion of coal. There is no reason 
to doubt that the increased use of soft 
coal this winter- has been an important 
fat-tor in the prevalence of pneumonia.

,bc ground last evening. 


A few minutes after 5 o'clock a gen- 


eral alarm was turned in, followed imme- 
diately by a call on the Water Co., for 
direct pressure. Fire had broken out on 
the first floor of the old scution of the 
acfory, Mid iu the 
incredibly 
short 


space 'of three minutes, had spread to 
the two upper floors of the building, bc- 
ng carried up an elevator shaft, 
and 


eating through the floors, which were 
saturated with paint and oil. 


QUEER CAUSE OF BLAZE. 


The origin of tho fire was most pecul- 


ar, and could not have been foreseen by 


;ltc roost careful insurance expert. 
A 


fan attached to the ceiling on the first 
floor was nsed to blow the dustfroin the. 
shop into the pipes connecting with the 
boiler,-where all refuse is burned. Close 
to this fan, is a line of shafting carrying 
several' belts.' A spark of hot iron fell 
upon one of 'the latter, and was carried 
flloft, when, it was 'blown by the fan into 
the dust pipe. The dnfit is highly in- 
ftammalile and was ignited at once, with 
a loud report. 


The first floor was used as a gear as- 


sembling room, and on the second -were 
;ocated the machines used for grinding 
paint, as well as several email forges, 
where light blacksmith work was per- 
formed, euch as ironing poles and trees, 
etc. 
On tho third floor -was the main 


paint shop, and it was here that the 
fire wns the fiercest and made most rap- 
id headway. 


MADE HASTY DEPARTURE. 


So rapid was the spread of the flames 


that the workmen were in great peril. 
None were injured but in order to «scape 
from the building, many were forced to 
use the fire escapes and several jumped 
from the second story windows. The 
bid shop -was separated fro'in the newer 
portion by a fire wall provided with 
iron doors, mid some of the men with 
great presence of mind closed mid locked 
these dooi'E, before leaving the shop. No 
tools wero saved,'however, and the men 
without exception sustained the loss of 
their coats and other valuables which 
were ha.nging in the lockers. It is re- 
ported that several bicycles were burn- 
ed. 


LOSS ABOUT 850,000. 


The total loss to the building and the 


stock is estimated at between $40.000 
arid $00,000. There were policies on UK 
plant aggregating $325,000, which wil 
protect the company from direct JSnaiv 
cinl loss, but the loss in business will be 
enormous.

This 
is notably true of cities compared with 
the country, because in cities the fog is 
so largely composed of carbon from tlie 
combustion o£ coal. There is no reason 
to doubt that the increased ,use of soft 
coal this winter- has been an important 
factor in the prevalence of pneumonia. 


Live properly. Indulge in no excesses 


in eating, and especially 
in ••.drinking. 


Keep the feet dry and warm. Dress 
comfortably according to the tempera- 
ture.

Fire had broken out oh 
the firsi floor of the old section of the 
factory, and in the incredibly short 
space of three minutes, had spread to 
the two upper floors .of the building, be- 
ing carried up an elevator shaft, and 
eating through the floors, which were 
saturated with paint and oil. 


QUEER CAUSE OF BLAZE. 


The origin of the fire was most pecul- 


iar, and could not have been foreseen by 
the most careful insurance expert. A 
fan attached to the ceiling on the first 
floor wag used to blow the dust from the 
shop into the pipes connecting with the 
boiler,-where all refuse is burned. Close 
to this fan> is a line of shafting carrying 
'Several'belts. A spark of hot iron fell 
lupon. one of 'the latter, and was carried 
%loft,'when:it was blown by the fan into 
the dust pipe. The dxist is highly in- 
flammable and was ignited at once, with 
a loud report. 


The first floor was used as a gear as- 


sembling room, and on the second "were 
located the machines used for grinding 
paint, as well as several small forges, 
where light blacksmith work was per- 
formed, such as ironing poles and trees, 
etc. 
On the third floor -was the main 


paint shop, and it was here that the 
fire iras the fiercest and made most rap- 
id headway. 


MADE HASTY DEPARTURE. 


So rapid was the spread of the flames 


that the workmen were in great peril. 
None were injured but in order to escape 
from the building, many were forced to 
use the fire escapes and several jumped 
from the second story windows. 
The 


bid shop was separated from the newer 
portion by a fire vail, provided with 
iron doors, and some of the men with 
great presence of mind closed and locked 
these doors, before leaving the shop. No 
tools werji saved, however, and the m«n 
without exception sustained the loss of 
their coats and other valuables which 
were hanging in the lockers. It is re- 
ported that several bicycles were burn- 
ed.

On fee south side of the .fire wall were

From 6:45 'when the 
fire was seen to be under control, until 
after 2 o'clock, streams of, water were 
thrown into this' part and only when 
Chief Cape, by personal inspection, had 
satisfied himself that the fire was entire- 
ly out, did the departments return to 
their houses.
